They do well enough around a 
freight depot to protect merchandise 
and cotton, but built in front 
of a handsome edifice over 
the side-walk and to the 
injury of the books of a handsome 
street they are out of place, smack of 
the backwoods village and bespeak ill 
taste in those who champion them. 

In many cities of the union, among 
the number a host having fewer inhab- 
itants than Atlanta, the authorities 
have by ordinance required the des- 
truction of these despisable sheds. 
They are outre in appearance and de- 
tract from the thrifty and intelligent 
appearance of a business community. 
Their place should be filled with canvass 
awnings, upon iron frames, capable of 
hoisting to a position parallel with the
